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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The examiner acknowledges receipt of amendment and remarks filed 04/0 1 /20 1 0 . 
Claims 28, 47-49, 51 and 55 are amended. Claims 1-27 are canceled. Claims 28-55 are 
pending. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Previous rejections that are not reiterated herein are withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The rejection of claims 47-49, 71 and 55 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention is withdrawn in view of the amendment to the claims. 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claims 28-55 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. This is new matter rejection. 

6. The recitation in amended claim 28 that the method of embolizing a blood vessel 
comprises "blocking blood flow in a blood vessel with a removable blocking member" was not 
envisioned at the time the application was filed. The examiner has consulted the application 
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and could not find support for removable blocking member; the applicant has also not provided 
where support can be found in the application. 

7. The recitation also of "removing the blocking member from the blood vessel ... or the 
vascular malformation" in amended claim 28 is also not envisioned at the time the application 
was filed. 

8. The recitation that the composition comprising the nucleophilic component and the 
component containing conjugated unsaturated bond is administered downstream from the 
blocking member was not also envisioned at the time the application was filed. 

9. C laims 28-55 arc rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. This is written description. 

10. The claims and the specification do not described what a "blocking member" is. There is 
in fact no mention of "blocking member" in the specification as originally filed. 

1 1 . There is also no description of removing the "blocking member" from the blood vessel. 

12. There is also no description for administering the composition comprising the 
nucleophilic component and the component containing the conjugated unsaturated bond 
downstream form the blocking member. 

13. No claim is allowed. 
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14. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
